ther like the ghoſts or Anatomics of dead carkaſſes than 
of living men or women. In bricfe, they were ſo pyn'd 
and pinch'd with hunger, that many of them did drop 
downe dcad dalily 1n the ſtreets, ſtarv'd to death ; fo that 
our {mall quantity of corne which wee brought from 
Buttew( which cott but fix ſhillings the Buſhell)we ſold 
it at the Canarres for 33 5 the Bufhcll. So that ifour Mer- 

| chants Factors had fully fraighted ns with Wheat atBut- 

| toaw,we had made a profitable voyage with 1t at the Ca- 
aries, for they would havegivenalmoſt any price for it. 

Our Wheat being ſold, wee could have no fraight at 
the Canartes, the ſeaſon was (o farre palt, and therefore 
| with ſuch gold and fi|ver as we had (which was the 
Merchants) we weighed from the Canartes, and (by the 
favour of God) wee after all theſe dangers arrived ſafely 
at London 1n April laſt, 1636. 

To cloſe upall, Mr- Elliſon had one of his men,named 
VVillam Ling, who was a quarter Maſtcr. This Leng 
(with two mcn more) had the charge to ply two peeces < 
of Ordnance in the Steerage. Ling having a Cabbin on | 
the Decke over his head, had in his Cabbin ſome Barba-  & 
r1e gold and other good ſufte, which he had crammed #3 
into an old Boot. In the Steerage where Ling was,he did 
open a ſmall Loope-hole, through which hee eſpyed a 
Turke that had broke open his Cabbin, and had madea 
booty of his Boot ; which Ling perceiving, not well

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ed Musket, preſcn ing it 
through the aforeſaid Loop-hole he ſhot the Tark. tho:

on his finger, which finger was fo ſwelled that hee was

oY Eaward Nichols was Maſter of the good fhip cal- 
Icd the Dolphin of London, of the Burthen of 240 tuns(or 
thereabouts ) mann'd with 36 men and 2boyes, 19 pec- 
ces of Ordnance,and 9 murtÞerers,being laden at Lart, 
and bound homeward for Eng laya,avas fot upon by- frx 
grcat Turkiſh men ofiwarre, with.z 500 men 1h em by 
| | r4) call,

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caſt, and 140 odde Guns, and aftcr a cruell and 
bloody hght ( which continued: the ſpace of five 


houres) with three moſt terrible aſſaults, with che 


loſſcof eleven men and hoyes wtio were killed, and. 


five maymed and hurt, the ſhip was ſet on fire inthe 
hght, .which made the Pyrats:forſake her (having 
their ſhips ſorely torne and rent with the Dolphins 
Ordnance).three of their Captaines being fugitive 
or Renegade Engliſhmen: ; namely, Captaine Kel- 
ley, Captaine VVaijmgham, and” Captaine Sampſon ; 
but laſtly, t-pleafed God: that by the mens induſtry 


the fire. was quenched':: This tight was fought the 


1:2, of January, 1616. And when the ſhip was re- 
paircd;at a place called Catlarir, ſhe ſet faile home- 
wards, and. after all theſe dangers, arrived ſafe at 
Londan, Thefame of which dangcr and:deliverance 
came to the hearing of our Royalt Prince Charles, 
who 15 now our gracious Soveraigne ; hee to ho- 


nour and give applanfe to ſo worthy a dcſtgne, did- 


come abvord of her; and viewed-her hurts and dan-

ble enemie to Captaine VVeaadef,) Theſe two Fieets 
met and fought on the day aforclaid with farious 
oppoliton, fighting three dayes without intermi- 
fon, at which time the Dutch Admurall Albert Bec- 
ker was flaine, with 28 more that were killed in his 
ſhips, and the Engliſh loſt much about the ſame 


number ; but (as it was related by a French-man that 


was with the Portugals in the fight) the enemie had 


of his men ſlaine 481, beſides many maymed and 
hurt ; they having 232 pecces of Ordnance, and 
2100 men, beſides 32 Friggots, againſt the Engliſh 
and Dutch ; yet were ſome of them ſunke, -

But as Halam and the Merchant 
went downe out of his ſhip intothe Tuikith Boar, 
he ſpake ſoftly 'to his mate and ſome other of his 
men , that if they could they ſhould convey the 
ſhip away in the night, whilcſt he was aboctd of the 
cnemie, and lethim and the Merchant ſhift for them- 
{clyes as they could. 

The Boat carried eHalam and Hughkinſun aboord 
the Turke where they were well cntertained, and 
their wounds dreſt (for Malam had ceecivelliwhurt,

but the Turke contrary to a Turkiſh nature d:d | 
deale very aftable with them, applauding theu va-

 TheTurke preſently condeſcended to his requelt ; 
but as they were making ready for death, there was 
a ſmall Scottiſh ſhip came ſayling about a point of

| Seottifhman, which being a ſmall Veſlell of little re- 
fiilance or defence, was preſently at the Pyrats 
mercie, who did but halfe pillage her, and in a 
generous way did releaſe both Captaine alam 
and Hughkinſon, putting them both into the Scot- 
tſh Ship , which Ship ( being the Tres prize ) 
hee gave to Malam ; but when ſhee brought him 
to London , hee gave her freely to the Scottiſhman 
againe : Andthus was this fight and cſcape ; and 
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for a further happineſle, after Ca ptaine «Yalam had 
beene at home at Rederrffe ſome certaine dayes, his 
men brought the ſhip home, wherc ſhee arrived ſafe 
at London. 
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
